CLEVELAND (Dec. 22, 2004) — The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) Director Katharine Lee Reid today 
announced the appointment of Susan M. Kaesgen as a trustee of the Museum. 

Kaesgen, who holds the M.L.S. degree in indigenous art from Skidmore College and the master’s degree 
in art education from Case Western Reserve University, is a longtime supporter of the Museum and an advocate for 
the arts. She is a former supervisor of “young people’s classes” at the Museum. 

“Sue Kaesgen’s absolute conviction that arts education is necessary and critical in the development of 
youth, as well as to the benefit of the adult public, has manifested itself in creative and edifying ways throughout 
her association with CMA,” Reid said.
